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A  Campaign  of  Disloyalty. 


Free  Speech  is  one  of  the  greatest  bles- 
sings which  a  nation  can  enjoy.  Yet  it 
has  its  limits.  It  may  not  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  unjustly  injuring  the  character 
of  another,  for  the  promotion  of  im- 
moralit}^  or  for  the  purpose  of  propagating 
sedition  or  treason.  Written  or  printed 
speech  also  has  its  limits.  Entire  release 
from  the  control  of  speech  is  licence,  not 
liberty.  To  use  speech,  whether  verbal 
or  printed,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
disloyalty  and  disobedience  to  the  law, 
is  a  very  serious  offence,  which  ought  not 
to  be  tolerated  by  any  civilised  Govern- 
ment, especially  when  it  assumes  danger- 
ous proportions.  Speech  when  used  for 
these  purposes  is  the  friend  of  Anarchy 
and  the  enemy  of  the  State.  There  is 
a  danger  lest,  while  public  opinion  is  just 
now  very  properly  given  to  agrarian  out- 
rages in  Ireland,  it  should  be  forgotten 
that  a  Campaign  of  Disloyalty  is  at  the 
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same  time  being  conducted  by  the  Nation- 
alists on  a  large  scale.  The  people  are 
being  everywhere  educated  in  hatred  to 
British  rule.  Herein  lies  a  danger  which 
cannot  safely  be  despised.  The  leaders  of 
armed  Rebellion  against  English  rule  in 
the  Reign  of  Elizabeth,  and  in  the  Rebel- 
lions of  1641  and  1798,  are  every  week 
being  held  up  before  the  people  as  so  many 
heroes,  whose  treasonable  conduct  ought 
to  be  imitated  on  the  earliest  convenient 
opportunity. 

A  seditious  organization  exists  in  Ire- 
land, with  branches  in  England,  Scotland, 
America,  and  Australia,  known  by  the 
name  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians. 
The  late  Mr.  Michael  Davitt  declared,  only 
three  years  since,  that  it  is  "  perhaps  the 
most  powerful  pro- Celtic  organization  in 
the  world."  Its  National  Secretary  in 
Ireland,  in  August,  1906,  declared  that  it 
is  "  the  one  supreme  movement  "  in  Ire- 
land. Last  December,  its  President  for 
the  Province  of  Connaught,  affirmed  that 
the  Order  "  can  claim  to  be  the  head, 
shoulders,  and  body  of  the  United  Irish 
League."  Last  June  Mr.  William  O'Brien, 
M.P.,  in  his  paper,  the  Irish  People , 
asserted  that  the  Order  is  a  "  secret  organ- 
ization ":  that  its  Chairman  :— "  Mr. 
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Devlin,  has  good  reason  for  looking  upon 
himself  as  the  Grand  High  Elector  of 
Ireland.  There  is  no  check  upon  its 
operations  ;  no  light  is  let  in  upon  its 
proceedings  ;  its  affairs  are  conducted  in 
privacy  and  in  darkness.  Mr.  Devlin  has 
only  to  pull  the  strings  and  his  will  must 
be  obeyed." 

To  the  Annual  Convention  of  the 
American  Section  of  this  Order  of  Ancient 
Hibernians  the  present  Pope  sent  his 
blessing  on  June  2oth,  1906.  In  Ireland, 
it  has  received  the  support  of  Cardinal 
Logue  and  several  of  the  Irish  Roman 
Catholic  Bishops,  together  with  that  of  a 
large  proportion  of  Irish  priests.  In 
another  page  will  be  found  quoted  some 
of  the  latest  official  and  disloyal  utterances 
of  this  body.  On  September  22nd,  1907, 
its  Provincial  Director  for  Ulster  urged 
the  Members  of  the  Order  to  continue 
their  policy  "  until  the  last  vestige  of 
British  Government  was  removed  from 
the  four  shores  of  this  country."  In  an 
article  which  appears  in  the  October,  1907, 
official  organ  of  the  Order,  entitled  the 
Hibernian  Journal,  it  is  affirmed  that  : — 
"  Our  Order  was  founded  to  fight  English 
Ascendancy."  In  its  September  issue  it 
is  boasted  that  : — "  No  matter  what 
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difference  of  opinion  may  exist  among  our 
members,  we  are  all  united  and  cemented 
together  with  the  one  ideal  of  shattering 
the  power  of  England,  and  loosening  her 
influence  and  bold  on  our  country." 

Surely  the  propagation  of  disloyalty 
and  treason  by  such  a  powerful  and  ex- 
clusively Roman  Catholic  Society  is  no 
trifling  matter  ;  but  is  fraught  with  serious 
evils  for  the  future  of  Ireland.  It  is  an 
organization  which  in  the  past  three  cen- 
turies and  a  half  of  its  existence  has  never 
confined  itself  to  disloyal  speech.  A 
record  of  its  actions  will  be  found  in  the 
recently  Jpublished  book,  entitled  "  The 
Unknown  Power  Behind  the  Irish  Nation- 
alist Party."  It  is" therein  proved,  on  evi- 
dence which  its  officers  have  been  unable  to 
refute,  that  for  three  centuries,  and  down 
to  about  thirty  years  since,  its  history 
records  numberless  murders  and  outrages 
for  which  it  was  held  responsible. 
Will  the  Government  keep  its  eyes  on 
this  Order,  now  when  its  real  objects 
and  dimensions  have  been  revealed 
to  the  public  ?  Will  it  grant  further 
political  concessions  to  its  members  ? 
or  will  it  to  the  utmost  cripple  its  power 
for  mischief  ? 

This   Campaign   of   Disloyalty   is   also 
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being  carried  on  just  now  with  considerable 
energy  by  a  body  of  men  with  Oaths  of 
Allegiance  resting  heavily  on  their  con- 
sciences. An  Oath  ought  to  be  a  sacred 
thing.  To  deliberately  act  contrary  to  an 
oath  is  a  hideous  offence  against  morality. 
If  a  gentleman  should  hold  his  pledged 
word  sacred,  how  much  more  his  solemn 
oath  !  Every  Nationalist  Member  of  Par- 
liament has  sworn  Allegiance  to  King 
Edward  VII.  How  some  of  them  recon- 
cile their  Oath  with  the  speeches  they 
deliver  in  Ireland  is  a  mystery  hard  to 
understand.  We  do  not  say  they  are 
incapable  of  doing  it  ;  but  : — "  O  my 
soul  :  come  not  thou  into  their  secret  !  " 
Two  recent  specimens  of  this  kind  of 
speech  we  may  quote  here.  At  a  meeting 
of  the  United  Irish  League,  held  at  Callan, 
on  September  29th,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Doyle, 
C.C.,  presiding,  Mr.  T.  J.  Condon,  M.P., 
urged  his  hearers  "  to  tell  the  British 
Ministers  that,  until  they  give  them  the 
right  to  make  their  own  laws,  there  would 
be  no  peace  in  Ireland,  and  no  loyalty  on 
this  side  of  the  Channel  to  anything  Eng- 
lish."— Nationalist  and  Tipperary  Ad- 
vertiser (N.),  October  2nd.  At  Crumlin, 
on  September  29th,  Mr.  W.  Field,  M.P.,  ad- 
dressing a  meeting  of  the  U.I.L.,  said  : — 
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"  They  should  make,  by  all  the  means  in 
their  power,  British  Government  impossi- 
ble in  this  country." — Freeman's  Journal 
(N.),  September  soth. 

It  is  not  merely  from  public  platforms 
that  this  Campaign  of  Disloyalty  is  pro- 
pagated. It  finds  its  advocates  in  many 
of  the  Nationalist  newspapers,  in  which, 
week  by  week,  and  from  one  end  of  the 
year  to  the  other,  British  rule  is  held  up  to 
the  execration  of  the  people,  and  loyalty  is 
denounced  as  through  it  were  a  crime. 


The  Glenaheiry  Outrage. 

In  reply  to  several  enquiries  we  have 
received,  asking  why  we  did  not,  in  our 
last  issue,  refer  to  the  trial  of  Lord  Ash- 
town's  claim  for  damages  for  the  Glena- 
heiry Outrage,  we  wish  to  state  that, 
acting  under  legal  advice,  we  abstain  from 
all  comment  on  the  case  while  it  is  still 
sub  judice.  Against  the  Judge's  decision 
in  Lord  Ashtown's  favour  an  appeal  has 
been  lodged,  which  will  be  heard  at  the 
Waterford  Assizes  next  March.

Mr.  William  Moore,  M.P.,  addressed  a 
political  meeting  at  Birkenhead,  on  Octo- 
ber igth,  when  he  commented  on  the 
attacks  which  have  been  made  on  Lord 
Ashtown,  in  connection  with  the  part  he 
has  taken  in  the  issuing  of  GRIEVANCES 
FROM  IRELAND.  Mr.  Moore  said  :— 

"  All  along  the  line  there  had  been  a 
surrender  by  the  Government  to  the 
forces  of  disloyalty  and  disorder  (cheers). 
When  a  local  agitator  defied  the  Execu- 
tive and  barricaded  his  house  against 
the  civil  arm  it  was  the  Under  Secretary 
who  was  sent  to  treat  with  him  at 
Loughrea.  In  the  Constabulary  the 
men  began  to  feel  that  they  never  could 
tell  whether  or  not  they  would  be 
thrown  over  by  the  authorities  if  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  led  them  into 
conflict  with  any  Nationalist  or  clerical 
supporter  of  the  Government,  and,  pro- 
fiting by  this,  disaffection  in  the  force, 
fomented  and  encouraged  by  the  Na- 
tionalist papers,  came  to  a  head.  The 
Government  had  discontinued  the  re- 
turns of  agrarian  outrages,  and  Mr. 
Birrell  had  nothing  but  insult  for  those 
who  were  determined  to  bring  to  light 
what  was  passing  in  Ireland  under  his 
regime,  but  a  sturdy  Irishman,  Lord 
Ashtown — (cheers) — supplied  out  of  the 
Nationalist  journals  for  the  most  part 
the  information  to  the  public  of  the 
state  of  affairs  which  they  sought  to 
suppress.  Hence  Lord  Ashtown  had  be- 
come an  object  of  hatred,  with  the 
Nationalist  party,  his  life  had  been 
threatened  again  and  again,  he  walked 
abroad  under  police  protection,  an 
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explosion  took  place  at  his  house  the 
other  day  which  the  County  Court 
Judge  found  was  malicious  —  (applause) 
—  his  witnesses  were  stoned  and  hooted 
on  their  way  to  the  court,  and  the  foul- 
est insinuations  from  every  quarter  of 
the  Nationalist  party  have  been  made 
against  him."  —  Irish  Times,  October 
1907. 


The  Cork  Constitution,  in  a  leading 
article  which  appeared  in  its  issue  for 
September  30th,  defends  GRIEVANCES 
FROM  IRELAND  in  vigorous  terms.  It 
says  :  — 

"  But  why,  it  may  be  asked  in  the 
name  of  reason  and  common  sense, 
should  a  paper  like  the  Freeman's 
Journal  be  free  to  publish  particulars  of 
Irish  outrages  while  a  publication  like 
GRIEVANCES  FROM  IRELAND  is  de- 
nounced, because  it  quotes  from  the 
columns  of  the  Nationalist  organ  for  the 
enlightenment  of  many  who  would 
otherwise  remain  in  ignorance  of  what 
is  happening  in  Ireland  ?  If  there  is  a 
'  campaign  of  calumny/  surely  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  Nationalist  Party,  their 
platform  speakers,  and  their  newspapers 
are  the  chief  producers  of  the  materials. 
It  is  not  quite  fair  that  these  should 
escape  the  censure  which  is  reserved  for 
those  who  merely  give  a  wider  publicity 
to  already  recorded  facts." 

The  Western  News  (N.),  of  October 
igth,  1907,  comments  on  the  recent  speech 
of  Mr.  T.  W.  Russell,  M.P.,  at  Manchester, 
in  which  he  abused  those  who  seek  to 
reveal  to  the  British  public  the  agrarian 
outrages  which  are  being  perpetrated  in 
Ireland,  with  a  view  to  their  suppression. 
It  then  proceeds  :  — 
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"  We  don't  think  Mr.  Russell  knows 
as  much  of  the  '  outrages  '  as  he  pre- 
tends to.  Amongst  the  publications  he 
reads,  he  should  include  GRIEVANCES 
FROM  IRELAND.  It  is  a  handy  volume, 
and  whilst  we  don't  know  the  price, 
although  having  seen  it  four  or  five 
times,  still  we  are  sure  it  would  be  use- 
ful to  a  Statesman  dealing  with  the 
ranch  question.  The  outrages  or  griev- 
ances are  not  '  exaggerated '  as  Mr. 
Russell  alleges,  and  if  they  are,  the 
Freeman  and  other  sensationally  '  Na- 
tional '  papers  are  wholly  responsible. 
The  grievances  are  detailed  exactly  as 
the  Freeman,  Roscommon  Herald,  Wes- 
tern People,  Connaught  Leader  (now 
dead  and  — ),  and  other  '  great 
thoughts  for  the  people  '  recite  them, 
and  to  each  excerpt  is  added  the  name 
of  the*  newspaper  giving  the  account  of 
what  is,  no  doubt,  intended  to  be  what 
Mr.  Russell  describes  it — an  attack  on 
the  Government." 


Last  Tuesday  night  a  number  of  gates,  posts, 
etc.,  were  broken  down  on  the  lands  of  Scallians- 
town,  near  Navan,  the  grazing  of  which  is  in  the 
hands  of  a  ten'ant  named  Kearney.  The  fences 
were  also  damaged,  ostensibly  with  the  view  to 
let  the  cattle  loose.  At  Walterstown  on  Sunday 
night  a  clean  sweep  was  m'ade  of  cattle  from 
lands  which  are  owned  by  a  Miss  Boshell,  and 
which  are  let  out  in  grazing.  The  cattle  were 
turned  out  loose  on  the  road,  and  notices  were 
posted  in  the  vicinity  by  the  parties  responsible 
for  the  '  driving,'  regretting  being  obliged  to  turn 
off  the  cattle,  which  was  directed  not  so  much 
against  the  landlady  as  against  the  system  of 
grass  taking  'and  the  eleven-months  man. 

Another  '  drive '  occurred  about  the  same 
time  in  the  immediate  vicinity  on  the  lands  of 
Staffordstown. 

The  police  authorities  have  not  been  officially 
informed  of  these  drives,  but  it  is  well  known  that 
the  parties  on  whose  lands  the  drives  are  effected 
are  unwilling  to  incur  displeasure  by  reporting 
the  occurrences.  —  Midland  Reporter  (N.),  Sep- 
tember i2th,  1907.

"OUR     ORDER     WAS     FOUNDED     TO 
FIGHT     ENGLISH     ASCENDANCY." 

This  notorious  Order,  with  a  criminal 
t history,  of  the  greater  portion  of  which  all 
decent  men  ought  to  be  ashamed,  is  just 
now  very  active  in  the  cause  of  disloyalty. 
It  held  a  demonstration  at  Toomebridge, 
Co.  Tyrone,  on  September  22nd.  The 
chair  was  taken  by  Mr.  Hugh  Shields, 
Provincial  Director  for  Ulster  of  the 
Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians,  who  was 
supported  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  M'Kinley, 
C.C.,  National  Chaplain  of  the  Order. 
Mr.  Shields  seems  to  have  imbibed  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  that  disloyal  spirit 
for  which  the  A.O.H.  is  notorious. 
Amongst  other  things,  he  said  : — 

"  He  thought  he  would  be  wanting  in 
his  duty  were  he  not  to  offer  them  his 
sincere  felicitations  on  their  patriotic 
forethought  in  selecting  as  the  rendez- 
vous of  that  meeting  a  spot  so  closely 
associated  with  the  life  of  one  of  the 
most  gallant  patriots  who  fell  a  victim 
to  brutal  English  law  in  sad,  but  glor- 
ious '98 — he  referred  to  Rody  M'Corley. 
(Cheers.)  They  should  make  the  his- 
tory surrounding  that  spot  an  inspira- 
tion to  propel  their  determination  to 
complete  the  work  for  which  he  had 
offered  his  young  life,  viz. — the  freedom 
of  Ireland.  (Cheers.)  M'Corley's 
policy  of  100  years  ago  was  the  policy  of 
all  true  Irishmen  to-day — (hear,  hear)— 
and  should  be  their  policy  until  the  last 
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vestige  of  British  Government  was  re- 
moved from  the  four  shores  of  their 
country,  and  a  Parliament  of  their  own 
established  in  their  place.  (Hear,  hear. ) " 
—Irish  News  (N.),  September  24th, 
1907. 


The  main  object  of  the  Ancient  Order 
of  Hibernians  is  very  clearly  revealed  in 
an  article  which  appears  in  the  October 
issue  of  its  official  magazine,  the  Hiber- 
nian Journal.  It  says  : — 

"  English  Ascendancy  dominates,  and 
in  a  great  measure  directs,  our  National, 
Political,  Commercial,  Educational,  and 
Social  life  and  outlook.  To  destroy 
that  domination,  and  counteract,  nullify, 
or  neutralize  this  direction  of  Irish 
affairs  in  the  interests  of  English  Ascen- 
dancy, is  a  work  in  which  all  Irishmen 
can  and  should  unite.  It  is  a  work  in 
which  we,  as  Hibernians,  should  take  'a 
prominent  part — a  part  in  harmony  with 
the  teachings,  and  in  keeping  with  the 
traditions  of  the  Order  to  which  we 
belong.  Our  Order  was  founded  to 
fight  English  Ascendancy." 


In  a  leading  article  which  appears  in  the 
September,  1907,  issue  of  the  Hibernian 
Journal,  the  disloyalty  of  the  Ancient 
Order  of  Hibernians  (to  which  none  but 
Roman  Catholics  are  admitted)  is  gloried 
in.  It  says  :— 

"  No  matter  what  difference  of  opinion 
may  exist  amongst  our  members  as  to 
methods,  we  are  all  united  and  cemented 
together  with  the  one  ideal  of  shattering 
the  power  of  England,  and  loosening  her 
influence  and  hold  on  our  country." 

This  is  strong  language,  coming  from 
an  Order  which  really  controls  the  United 
Irish  League  and  the  Irish  Nationalist 
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Party.     In   another   article  in   the  same 
issue  we  read  :— 

"  No  one  will  be  tolerated  in  our  ranks 
who  debases  the  status  of  our  National 
movement  by  joining  the  garrison  ele- 
ment in  their  ebullitions  of  loyalty  to  the 
foreign  throne,  whether  it  partakes  of 
loyal  addresses  or  other  forms  of  flun- 
keyism." 

In  reporting  the  last  quarterly  meeting 
of  the  Leitrim  County  Board  of  the  A.O.H. 
the  Roscommon  Herald  (N.),  'of  Septem- 
ber 28th,  1907,  says  :— 

'  The  position  of  our  Society  in  the 
Land  Movement  was  scrutinized,  and 
in  this  county  our  attitude  was  clearly 
defined — our  organisation  is  a  regiment 
in  the  grand  army  of  National  Indepen- 
dence. We  obey  our  own  officers,  and 
properly  constituted  Boards,  but  we  are 
prepared  to  march  with  brother  Irish- 
men in  the  campaign  against  the  com- 
mon foe.  We  make  no  distinction  in 
this  regard  ;  our  members  shun  the 
landgrabber  as  a  social  pest,  and  join  in 
condemning  his  action  just  as  earnestly 
as  they  join  in  hatred  of  every  tool  of  a 
cursed  system  of  misrule  and  English 
misgovernment . ' ' 


At  Borrisokane,  Tipperary,  Petty  Sessions 
yesterday  the  retrial  of  twenty-one  young  men  for 
cattle  driving  at  Lisnaguer  and  Spring  Park  took 
place.  Eighteen  magistrates  were  present — 
eleven  Nationalists  and  seven  Conservatives. 
Several  witnesses  were  examined,  and  a  majority 
of  the  Bench  decided  in  favour  of  refusing  in- 
formation. The  result  was  received  with  cheers. 
Two  hundred  police  had  been  drafted  into  the 
town  for  the  occasion,  but  the  proceedings  passed 
off  quietly.  —  Northern  Whig,  September  *th. 
1907. 


The  Use  of  Intlmidatory 
Meetings. 

There  is  only  too  much  reason  to  fear 
that  intimidatory  meetings,  held  under 
the  auspices  of  the  peace-disturbing  United 
Irish  League,  are  powerful,  in  many  cases, 
in  frightening  farmers  into  giving  up  their 
lands  to  men,  many  of  whom  are  more 
worthy  of  jail  than  of  land  purchased 
under  the  Land  Act  of  1903.  At  a  meet- 
ing of  the  U.I.L.,  held  at  Ballymoe,  Co. 
Galway,  on  September  I5th,  Mr.  O.  J. 
Corr,  Secretary  of  the  South  Roscommon 
Executive  of  the  U.I.L.,  boasted  of  the 
success  of  this  policy  of  terror  by  means  of 
public  meetings.  He  said  :— 

"  On  that  day  week  he  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  sterling  Nationalists  of 
Ballinagar,  who  held  their  meeting  at 
the  foot  of  Slievebawn  in  spite  of  the 
proclamation  and  O'Connell  and  his 
minions  (cheers  and  groans).  That 
meeting  was  called  to  condemn  the 
action  of  nine  men  who  had  broken  the 
rules  of  the  organisation  by  helping  an 
eleven-months  man  to  save  his  hay. 
But  before  the  meeting  could  be  held 
such  dread  had  these  people  of  the  con- 
demnation of  the  organisation  that  they 
came  before  the  committee  and  begged 
pardon,  and  promised  never  to  offend 
again  (cheers).  At  that  meeting  refer- 
ence was  made  to  the  Doorty  farm 
(groans).  Before  the  2nd  November 
Owens  would  remove  his  stock  and 
would  go  back  to  his  shop  and  look  after 
his  legitimate  business,  or  if  not  the 
people  would  save  him  the  trouble 
(cheers ) . ' ' — Westmeath  Independent  ( N . ) , 
September  2ist,  1907.

A  HAND  TO  MAKE  A  LANDLORD 
QUAKE. 

It  is  possible  to  denounce  agrarian  out- 
rages in  a  strange  sort  of  way.  As  a 
curiosity  in  denunciation  of  this  character 
commend  us  to  a  speech  delivered  by 
Father  William  Coen,  P.P.  of  Islandeady, 
at  a  U.I.L.  meeting  held  at  Curnanool,  on 
September  29th,  when  he  said  that  the 
United  Irish  League  "  abhorred  outrages." 
Some  of  his  hearers  must  have  opened  their 
eyes  with  astonishment  at  the  daring 
assertion.  He  said  : — 

*'  If  they  only  united  and  worked 
together  with  the  one  object,  victory 
would  soon  crown  their  banner.  But  in 
attaining  their  object  they  should  com- 
mit no  crime  ;  for  the  man  who  com- 
mitted an  outrage  should  be  despised 
and  denounced,  as  he  was  an  enemy  of 
his  country.  He  knew  that  the  people 
he  was  addressing  were  not  inclined  to 
commit  crime  ;  but  it  was  better  to 
give  them  a  good  advice.  The  United 
Irish  League,  which  was  a  splendid 
organisation,  abhorred  outrages  ;  and 
they  could  work  out  their  passage  peace- 
fully without  committing  crime.  They 
were  going  to  approach  Sir  Roger  Pal- 
mer and  his  friends  with  a  banner  of 
peace  to  ask  him  to  sell  his  land  at  a  fair 
price  to  the  tenants  ;  and  if  he  refused, 
there  was  a  banner  with  '  No  Surrender' 
on  it  (cheers).  They  could  fight  and 
agitate  and  press  the  landlord  to  sell  ; 
and  if  he  then  refused,  they  all  knew  that 
human  nature  had  its  limits.  If  some 
justice  were  not  done  to  the  poor  un- 


fortunate  tenants  on  the  bogs  and 
morasses,  he  was  afraid  that  no  matter 
how  much  peace  and  goodwill  the  priests 
preached,  in  the  name  of  God,  human 
nature  would  prevail,  and  the  people 
would  say  :  '  Stand  aside.  We  will  have 
our  own  way.  We  will  take  the  law 
into  our  own  hands,  and  will  fight  to  the 
bitter  end.'  That  was  a  wrong  principle 
to  adopt ;  but  human  nature  had  its 
limits.  However,  his  advice  to  them 
was  to  work  within  the  law  and  first 
approach  the  landlord  in  peace,  and  ask 
this  concession  of  him  (hear,  hear).  If 
their  request  were  not  granted,  he  (rev. 
chairman)  would  retire  from  all  political 
platforms  and  would  not  be  responsible 
for  what  might  happen  in  the  future. 
He  was  now  for  twenty-six  years  trying 
by  peace  to  bring  about  a  settlement 
between  landlord  and  tenant  ;  and  if  he 
saw  at  this,  the  latter  end  of  his  life, 
that  justice  were  not  done  to  the  poor, 
unfortunate  people,  he  would  retire 
from  politics  and  would  cease  to  give 
his  people  any  advice  except  from  the 
altar.  There  was  a  limit  to  human  nature ; 
and  if  the  tenants  exceeded  that  limit, 
it  would  be  very  hard  for  him  to  blame 
them.  However,  his  advice  to  them 
was  to  unite  together,  and  by  combina- 
tion they  could  attain  their  object  by 
peaceful  and  legitimate  means  (loud 
cheers)." — Connaught  Telegraph  (N.), 
October  5th,  1907. 

Why  should  it  "  be  very  hard  "  for  a 
priest  to  "  blame  "  a  tenantry  who  "  take 
the  law  into  their  own  hands,"  and  resort 
to  crime  ?  Did  it  never  occur  to  Father 
Coen,  while  he  was  speaking,  that  it  was 
very  foolish  on  his  part  to  tell  an  excited 
peasantry  that  "  it  would  be  very  hard  for 
him  to  blame  them,"  when  they  went 
outside  the  law  ?  Is  that  the  proper  way 
to  denounce  agrarian  outrages  ? 
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There  is  another  version  of  Father 
Coen's  speech  on  this  occasion,  in  the  Mayo 
News  (N.),  of  October  5th,  which  throws 
additional  light  on  what  his  advice  to  his 
hearers  really  meant  : — 

"The  Rev.  Wm.  Coen  delivered  a 
splendid  speech,  in  confidence  in  the 
Irish  Party  advocated  the  collection  for 
the  Party  fund  ;  recommended  disci- 
pline and  perfect  unity  amongst  the 
people  until  an  Irish  Parliament  is  es- 
tablished in  College  Green.  He  also 
referred  to  the  prospects  of  the  purchase 
of  the  Palmer  Estate  amongst  the  ten- 
antry, and  expressed  a  wish  that  the 
tenantry  would  treat  the  landlord  fairly 
by  offering  him  a  fair  price,  and  con- 
cluded a  fine  speech  by  stating  that  if 
the  landlord  rejected  their  just  offer, 
they  had  their  remedy  by  stern  and  well 
directed  agitation  ;  they  had  one  hand 
for  the  grasp  of  friendship,  and  another 
to  make  him  quake.  Father  Coen  was 
repeatedly  cheered  during  his  long 
speech." 


Cattle  scattering  on  an  extensive  scale  has 
been  manifesting  itself  in  South  Meath  district 
within  the  past  few  days.  On  Monday  morniug 
fifteen  head  of  cattle,  the  property  of  Thomas 
Newman,  of  Athboy,  and  eighteen  head  of  cattle, 
the  property  of  Christopher  Ledwith,  of  Athboy, 
were  driven  off  a  grass  farm  in  the  townland  of 
Trimblestown.  One  of  the  gates  leading  into  the 
field  was  broken.  These  lands  are  owned  by 
Lord  Trimblestown,  who  is  most  popular  with  all 
classes. — Northern  Whig,  September  i3th,  1907. 
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United  Irish  League  Courts. 


On  Sunday  night,  in  the  Father 
M'Donnell  Hall,  Moate,  there  was  an 
important  sitting  of  what  may  be  termed 
a  United  Irish  League  "  Court."  For 
some  time  past  there  has  been  a  rather 
bitter  dispute  going  on  between  a  man 
named  Ham  and  a  man  named  Jennings 
over  a  small  farm  at  Newtown.  Matters 
in  connection  with  this  dispute  have 
been  before  the  law  courts,  and  many 
efforts  to  bring  about  a  settlement  failed. 
Finally  the  parties  consented  to  abide 
the  decision  of  a  tribunal  made  up  of 
delegates  from  Moate  Land  and  Labour 
Association,  Drumraney,  Rosemount, 
Ballymore,  and  Mount  Temple  branches 
of  the  U.I.L.  Each  of  those  bodies  was 
to  be  represented  by  four  delegates. 
On  Sunday  one  of  the  parties  objected 
to  Mount  Temple  and  the  other  to  Bally- 
more,  but  both  agreed  that  they  would 
abide  by  the  decision  of  the  delegates 
from  the  other  three  branches.  Ac- 
cordingly those  met  on  Sunday  under 
the  presidency  of  Mr.  Keenan,  Rose- 
mount.  The  whole  question  of  the 
farm  was  gone  into  very  fully,  and 
finally  the  delegates  decided  that  Ham 
should  give  back  the  farm  to  Jennings 
as  representative  of  a  man  named 
Trodden  who  is  in  America,  and  who  is 
to  get  it  if  [he  returns.  —  Westmeath 
Independent  (N.),  September  2ist,  1907. 


At  Longford,  on  August  28th,  Mr.  J.  P.  Far- 
rell,  M.P.,  and  fifteen  men  were  charged  with 
cattle  driving  on  the  estate  of  Colonel  Sholto 
Douglas  at  Newtownforbes  on  August  i8th.  The 
defendants  were  returned  for  trial,  bail  being 
accepted.  —  Dublin  Daily  Express,  August  29th, 
1907.

Learn  to  Shoot  Straight. 


An  Irishman  named  P.  J.  Lally,  writing 
in  the  Gaelic  American  (N.),  of  September

that  we  are  unfit  for  freedom.  Every 
city,  town,  village  and  hamlet  should 
have  their  military  companies.  We 
should  have  our  own  target  grounds, 
learn  to  shoot,  and  shoot  straight. 
Success  depends  on  the  use  of  the  rifle 
more  than  ever  before.  What  a  few 
crack-shot  farmers,  although  out-num- 
bered twenty  to  one,  accomplished  a 
short  time  ago  is  green  in  our  memory." 


"  If  we  had  More  of  the  Real 
Thing." 

At  a  United  Irish  League  demonstration 
held  at  Callan,  on  September  29th,  Mr. 
E.  T.  Keane,  editor  of  the  Kilkenny 
People,  had  a  great  deal  to  say  about 
agrarian  outrages,  real  and  "  bogus." 
Which  of  the  two  kinds  of  outrages  he 
prefers  may  be  inferred  by  the  subjoined 
extract  from  the  conclusion  of  his  speech, 
as  reported  in  his  own  paper  ;— 
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"  I  ask  you  to  realise  the  enormous 
importance  of  this  great  fight  upon 
which  we  are  engaged.  I  ask  you  to 
realise,  as  your  fathers  before  you  real- 
ised when  they  stood  side  by  side  with 
Smith  O'Brien  and  James  Stephens  at 
Ballingarry  (loud  applause)  and  when 
they  lined  the  boreen  of  Carrickshock — 
I  tell  you  if  we  had  more  of  the  real 
thing,  we  might  have  less  bogus  out- 
rages in  Ireland." — Kilkenny  People 
(N.),  October  5th,  1907. 


"Should   be   Tarred  and 
Feathered." 

The  writer  of  "  Ballinamore  Notes  "  in 
the  Leitrim  Observer  (N .),  of  October  5th, 
1907,  would  like  to  see  all  those  who  have 
dealings  with  boycotted  persons  treated  in 
a  very  rough  and  lawless  fashion.  He  tells 
the  public  that  :— 

"  An  emergency  man  and  his  wife, 
after  being  supplied  with  goods  in  a 
Ballinamore  shop  recently,  drank  at  the 
counter  of  the  same  store  before  several 
persons.  I  believe  the  people  of  Ballin- 
amore are  as  patriotic  and  as  sincere  as 
the  people  of  any  town  of  its  size  or 
population  in  Ireland,  but  why  are  some 
allowed  there  to  have  dealings  with 
'  black  sheep  '  ?  I  have  often  exposed 
work  of  this  kind  since  the  commence- 
ment of  the  Land  League,  and  will  do  it 
again  when  necessary  without  the 
slightest  fear.  The  crawling  reptiles, 
who  are  the  henchmen  of  the  plunderers 
of  our  race,  should  not  be  associated 
with,  but  should  be  tarred  and  feathered, 
as  if  suffering  from  bubonic  plague  !  " 
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The  Political  Work  of  Irish 
Roman  Catholic  Priests. 

We  continue  this  month  our  record  of 
the  recent  political  work  of  Irish  Roman 
Catholic  priests,  in  the  belief  that  it 
is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  states- 
men and  politicians  generally  should  know 
how  far  the  influence  of  those  priests 
extends  in  encouraging  lawlessness  and 
disloyalty. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  United  Irish  League 
held  at  Cahirlistrane,  on  August  3ist,  the 
Rev.  Michael  Heaney,  P.P.,  in  the  chair,  the 
Rev.  Father  Eagleton  delivered  a  vigor- 
ous speech,  likely  to  greatly  encourage 
those  engaged  in  the  War  Against  the 
Graziers.  "  Those  who  would  be  free," 
he  remarked,  "  must  first  themselves 
strike  the  blow."  He  then  explained 
what  had  been  recently  done  in  the  parish 
of  Cummer  : — 

"  They  had  noticed  in  time  all  the 
graziers  to  surrender  the  grass  lands 
next  May  in  order  that  the  graziers  may 
themselves  notice  the  landlords  next 
November  that  they  were  to  surrender 
them  as  requested." 

And  then  Father  Eagleton  went  on,  in  a 
spirit  not  at  all  in  accordance  with  what 
ought  to  be  the  teaching  of  a  religious 
minister,  to  rouse  the  passion  of  revenge 
in  his  hearers,  by  quoting  the  following 
lines  : — 

"  Rise  in  vengeance,  rise  in  right, 
Rise  in  justice  and  in  might, 
Rise,  each  chain-en  amour' d  slave, 
Could  valour  fail,  you've  still  a  grave  ! 


Let  the  sword  but  quit  the  sheath, 
Bent  on  victory  or  death, 
Tis  but  the  glittering  blade  to  see, 
The  chain  is  broke,  the  slave  is  free." 

—Tuam  Herald  (N.),  September  I4th, 
1907. 


The  power  of  the  priests  in  boycotting 
cases  is  revealed  in  a  letter  by  Mr. 
Thomas  Kelly,  of  Drumkeerin,  Co. 
Lei  trim,  to  the  Sligo  Champion  (N.),  of 
September  2ist,  1907.  He  writes  :— 

"  In  last  report  from  Drumkeerin 
branch  of  the  U.I.L.,  I  see  my  name 
alluded  to  as  having  supplied  Pat  Cullen 
(Geoffrey)  with  goods.  The  substance 
of  this  report  is  quite  correct,  but  they 
omitted  stating  that  he  produced  a 
letter  from  the  Rev.  P.  Galligan,  C.C., 
president  of  the  U.I.L.,  authorising  me 
or  any  other  shopkeeper  to  give  him  any- 
thing he  required,  as  he  had  deposited 
the  money  agreed  upon  by  all  the  mem- 
bers of  this  branch  to  settle  his  case." 

It  appears  that  this  dispensation  to  Mr. 
Kelly,  permitting  him  to  sell  goods  to  Pat 
Cullen,  was  only  granted  on  the  ground 
that  Mr.  Kelly  had  complied  with  the 
wishes  of  the  local  branch  of  the  United 
Irish  League.  But  why  did  not  the  Rev. 
P.  Galligan  give  the  dispensation  sooner  ? 
Was  it  because  he  approved  of  boycotting 
a  tradesman  until  he  had  been  compelled 
to  bow  the  neck  to  the  tyranny  of  the 
U.I.L.  ? 


At  a  meeting  held  at  Rathkenny,  on 
September  29th,  Mr.  Patrick  White,  M.P., 
claimed  that  they  had  the  sanction  of  the 
priesthood  in  support  of  the  lawless  Cattle 
Driving  work  of  the  United  Irish  League. 
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After  a  speech  defending  Cattle  Driving, 
he  added  : — 

"  They  had  the  sanction  of  every  law, 
moral  and  divine,  that  the  claim  they 
made — to  plant  the  people  of  Ireland  on 
the  soil  of  Ireland,  and  so  long  as  their 
actions  meet,  as  they  do  meet,  with  the 
sanction  of  their  clergy,  and  of  the  law 
of  God,  they  feared  no  foe  (applause)." 
— Leinster  Leader  (N.),  October  5th, 
1907. 

The  Rev.  Father  Casey,  P.P.,  of  Abbey- 
feale,  unveiled  a  memorial  in  honour  of 
the  Irish  Rebels  of  1798  and  1867,  at 
Rathkeale,  on  September  2gth,  and  de- 
livered a  speech  in  praise  of  rebellion 
against  British  rule,  which  is  reported  in 
the  Freeman1  s  Journal  (N.),  October  ist, 
1907. 


What  is  "  Fixity  of  Tenure  "? 

In  the  course  of  a  speech  in  praise  of  the 
Fenian  movement  at  Rathkeale,  on  Sep- 
tember 29th,  the  Rev.  Father  Casey,  P.P., 
in  the  chair,  Mr.  William  Lundon,  M.P., 
gave  certain  violent  advice  to  his  hearers, 
which  the  chairman  ought  to  have  cen- 
sured. 

"  There  were,"  he  said,  "  a  great 
many  evicted  tenants  all  over  Ireland. 
Fifteen  hundred  had  been  restored,  and 
two  thousand  were  on  the  books,  and 
they  would  manage  the  rest.  They 
didn't  like  to  be  talking  about  the  word 
'  boycotting  '  in  presence  of  the  priest 
(laughter)  ;  but  no  matter — '  a  rose 
would  smell  as  sweet  if  it  were  called  by 
any  other  name.'  Let  them  call  it  by 
some  other  name  than  boycotting,  and, 
as  Father  Ned  Ryan  would  say  long 
ago,  '  Speech  is  silver,  but  silence  J  is 
golden  ' — let  them  do  their  work  and 
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not  be  talking.  If  the  grabbers  did  not 
give  up  the  land,  they  would  give  them 
fixity  of  tenure  like  Mick  McQuaid  gave 
the  two  bailiffs  long  ago  (laughter). 
Mick  made  two  holes  in  the  ground  and 
put  the  two  bailiffs  down  in  them  and 
filled  in  the  earth  around  them  with  their 
heads  up,  and  left  them  looking  at  each 
other.  '  Well/  says  he,  '  ye  cannot  say 
but  ye  have  fixity  of  tenure  anyway  ' 
(laughter)." — Limerick  Echo  (N.),  Oc- 
tober 5th,  1907. 


The  Sinn  Fein  Organization 
and  the  Clan-na-Gael. 

Some  new  light  was  thrown  on  the  Sinn 
Fein  organization  by  Mr.  JohnO'Callaghan, 
American  Secretary  of  the  United  Irish 
League,  at  a  meeting  held  in  Boston,  U.S.A., 
on  September  I7th,  He  publicly  declared 
that  the  Sinn  Fein  Organization  and  the 
crime-inciting  Clan-na-Gael  (which  organ- 
ized the  dynamite  outrages  in  London 
some  years  since)  are  practically  one  and 
the  same  body.  If  this  is  the  case  it  is  at 
once  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  sup- 
press the  Sinn  Fein  Organization,  before 
the  fruit  of  its  operations  gives  them  more 
trouble.  Mr.  O'Callaghan  said  :— 

"  All  it  is  necessary  to  do  in  order  to 
identify  the  leading  spirits  of  the  Sinn 
Fein  movement  in  America,  as  well  as 
in  Ireland,  is  to  scratch  a  Sinn  Feiner 
and  you  find  a  man  who  as  a  Clan-na- 
Gaeler  has  under  cover  been  opposed 
and  attacking  the  Irish  Party  for  the 
past  seven  years.  The  actors  are  still 
the  same,  although  the  name  of  the 
farce  may  be  somewhat  changed. "-

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Malicious  Injury  Claims. 


1. — At  Limerick  Quarter  Sessions,  before 
Judge  Adams,  John  O'Connor  was  awarded  £15 
compensation  for  the  malicious  burning  of  8 
tons  of  hay  on  his  lands  at  Inch  St.  Lawrence,  on 
May  7th. — Limerick  Leader  (N.),  October  7th, 
1907. 

2. — At  Limerick  Quarter  Sessions,  John  and 
Michael  Dunworth  were  awarded  £25  compensa- 
tion for  the  malicious  destruction  of  a  dwelling- 
house  at  Knockaney  on  llth  May.  The  evi- 
dence showed  that  plaintiff  was  unpopular 
through  letting  the  dwelling  house  to  a  man 
named  Bond,  who  was  obnoxious  in  the  locality. 
He  attributed  the  burning  to  this. — Limerick 
Leader  (N.),  October  9th,  1907. 

3. — At  Tralee  Quarter  Sessions,  Terence 
Herlihy,  of  Annescaul,  was  awarded  £5  com- 
pensation for  a  three-year-old  mare  injured  and 
wounded  by  partly  cutting  off  one  ear  and 
splitting  the  other  ear,  and  by  cutting  the  hair 
off  her  tail  and  mane,  on  the  17th  or  18th  Sep- 
tember.— Cork  Examiner  (N.),  October  9th,  1907. 

4. — At  the  same  Sessions,  Mary  Egan,  of 
Caherbreagh,  Tralee,  was  granted  £5  compen- 
sation for  a  dwelling  house  and  out-offices, 
together  with  tables  and  pots,  set  on  fire  and 
wholly  destroyed  on  the  12th  September. — 
Ibid. 

5. — At  the  same  Sessions,  John  Grady,  of 
Grawn  East,  Killorglin,  was  awarded  £3  com- 
pensation for  a  rick  of  turf  maliciously  set  on  fire 
and  destroyed  on  May  20th. — Ibid. 

6. — At  Tralee  Quarter  Sessions,  John  Cottor, 
of  Dromadore,  was  awarded  £7  compensation  for 
three  heifers,  alleged  to  be  burned  or  injured  on 
the  15th  or  16th  of  June.—  Ibid. 

7. — At  Donegal  Quarter  Sessions,  on  Thursday, 
before  His  Honour  Judge  Cooke,  K.C.,  two 
claims  for  malicious  injuries,  arising  out  of  the 
recent  agrarian  disturbances  on  the  Kelly  estate, 
near  Ballyshannon,  came  up  for  hearing.  In 
the  first  case  William  Patterson  claimed  £46  for 
injuries  to  a  meadow  and  a  mowing  machine, 
by  the  ground  being  spiked. 
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The  applicant  stated  that  last  March  he  took 
about  sixteen  acres  of  meadow  from  the  Rev. 
Canon  Kelly,  P.P.,  who  is  executor  of  the  will  of 
the  late  Peter  Kelly,  J.P.,  in  whose  possession 
the  lands  were  for  the  past  50  years.  On  the 
25th  of  August  all  the  iron  field  gates  were  re- 
moved, and  cattle  were  driven  into  the  meadow. 
The  gates  could  not  since  be  traced.  On  the 
29th  August  when  he  commenced  mowing  his 
machine  was  broken  by  catching  in  iron  spikes, 
which  had  been  placed  on  the  ground,  and  he 
had  to  stop  work.  The  meadow  had  to  be  cut 
by  hand,  with  the  result  that  a  quantity  of  hay 
was  lost  owing  to  the  length  of  time  taken.  Over 
100  iron  spikes  were  removed  from  the  field,  and 
he  now  produced  them.  Cattle  had  since  been 
driven  on  to  the  land,  and  he  had  received  a 
letter  threatening  him  with  boycott  if  he  con- 
tinued to  occupy  the  land. 

His  Honour  said  he  would  hear  the  second  case 
before  giving  judgment. 

8. — Thomas  Morrow  claimed  £25  for  injuries 
to  fences,  and  £3  10s.  for  the  loss  of  a  sheep 
which  had  been  killed. 

The  applicant  stated  that  he  had  taken  graz- 
ing on  the  Kelly  estate  for  some  years,  and  had 
never  been  interfered  with  up  to  July  last,  since 
when  a  series  of  outrages  consisting  of  levelling 
of  walls  and  removing  cattle  had  been  per- 
petrated. A  valuable  sheep  of  his  had  been 
shockingly  mutilated,  and  thrown  into  a  neigh- 
bouring lake.  He  had  also  received  a  threaten- 
ing letter.  A  notice,  worded  as  follows,  had  been 
posted  on  the  door  of  his  herd's  house  : — 

"  Herd  no  more  for  graziers  or  grabbers,  or 

Captain  Moonlight  will  break  your  b head. — 

Yours  truly,  Mr.  Moonlight." 

His  Honour,  in  giving  judgment,  said  the 
evidence  disclosed  a  shocking  state  of  affairs. 
Hitherto  the  County  Donegal  had  been  free 
from  any  outrages  of  this  nature,  and  he  was 
glad  to  say  that  the  present  cases  were  confined 
to  a  very  small  area.  The  owners  of  the  Kelly 
estate  could  not  be  called  grabbers  in  any  sense 
of  the  word,  but  those  who  wrote  the  letters 
referred  to  were  certainly  desirous  of  grabbing 
the  land.  There  could  be  no  question  but  that 
the  injuries  were  malicious,  and  he  awarded 
Patterson  £25  compensation,  with  all  costs,  and 
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witnesses'  expenses.     He  awarded  Morrow  £12 
and  expenses. — Irish  Times,  October  12th,  1907. 

9. — On  Wednesday,  at  the  Kilrush  Quarter 
Sessions,  before  Mr.  Edward  Gumming,  K.C., 
Acting  County  Court  Judge,  a  farmer  named 
M'Auliffe,  in  the  Labasheeda  district,  claimed 
£50  compensation  for  the  malicious  spiking  of 
nineteen  acres  of  meadowing  last  September. 
The  applicant,  examined,  swore  that  he  was  sub- 
jected to  a  very  considerable  amount  of  annoy- 
ance of  various  kinds  for  the  past  eleven  years  ; 
some  years  ago  his  meadowing  was  spiked  and 
cattle  let  among  his  growing  hay  ;  in  April  last 
his  brother  was  .fired  at,  and  47  grains  of  No.  2 
shot  driven  into  him  ;  Kildysart  was  his  market 
town,  and  whenever  he  had  to  go  there,  or  to 
Ennis  or  Kilrush,  he  had  to  give  notice  to  the 
police,  when  they  went  in  relays  along  the  road  to 
protect  him  ;  in  September  he  went  to  cut  19 
acres  of  meadowing  with  a  machine,  and  in  the 
first  field  after  the  swarth  was  raised  he  found 
an  iron  spike  ;  it  struck  against  the  spike  ;  he 
then  went  and  reported  the  matter  to  the  police  ; 
afterwards  he  went  into  three  other  fields  and 
found  them  all  spiked  ;  he  got  1 1  spikes  in  al  1 ; 
he  had  about  2  acres  cut,  and  about  16  acres  were 
still  uncut  ;  the  meadowing  was  fairly  good  ;  he 
estimated  the  value  of  the  hay  at  £2  a  ton  ;  he 
would  require  80  tons  of  hay  for  his  cattle  this 
winter  ;  he  had  about  55  to  60  tons  of  new  hay, 
but  that  was  not  sufficient  ;  he  estimated  his 
loss  by  the  loss  of  his  hay  uncut  at  £50  ;  he  was 
called  a  grabber  several  times  in  public  ;  he 
remembered  a  particular  instance,  at  the  July 
fair  in  Kilmohill  in  1904,  when  selling  cattle  to  a 
buyer,  whose  name,  he  believed,  was  Larkin  ; 
a  man  came  up  and  said  to  the  buyer  to  have 
nothing  to  do  with  him,  as  he  was  a  grabber  ; 
on  the  18th  of  September  22  yards  of  wire  fenc- 
ing around  the  haggard  was  cut,  and  the  spikes 
found  were  similar  to  that  wire. 

His  Honour  awarded  £40  compensation,  and 
reserved  the  fixing  of  the  area  of  charge  until  the 
Ennis  Sessions. — Limerick  Leader  (N.),  October 
llth,  1907.  ' 

10. — At  Dundalk  Quarter  Sessions,  Bernard

While  marching  to  attend  the  meeting  ad- 
dressed by  Mr.  John  Redmond  at  Longford  on 
September  15th,  forty  men,  armed  with  black- 
thorns, attacked  the  M'Cann,  Pearse,  and  Per- 
cival  ranches.  There  was  no  interference  from 
the  police,  most  of  whom  appeared  to  be  at 
worship.  The  cattle  were  all  driven  off  and  over 
to  the  County  Leitrim,  and  none  have  so  far 
been  brought  back.  An  immense  crowd  stood 
by  to  render  assistance  in  case  the  police  offered 
any  resistance.  The  crowds  afterwards  marched 
into  Longford. — Belfast  News  Letter,  September 
17th,  1907. 

At  the  Stradbally  (Queen's  County)  Petty 
Sessions,  on  Saturday,  before  Colonel  Cosby,  D.L. 
(presiding),  and  four  other  magistrates,  the 
adjourned  cases  against  twelve  men  for  alleged 
cattle  driving  at  Garryglass  were  called,  when 
District  Inspector  Irwin,  R.I.C.,  who  prosecuted, 
stated  that  owing  to  the  peaceable  state  of  the 
district  the  Crown  had  decided  to  withdraw  the 
prosecutions.  He  had  accordingly  notified  the 
defendants  that  their  attendance  would  not  be 
necessary. — Freeman's  Journal  (N.),  September 
16th,  1907. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  U.I.L.,  at  Rathmolyon, 
on  September  1st,  Mr.  Ginnell,  M.P.,  said  : 
"  In  Roscommon,  in  a  parish  that  I  am  proud  to 
be  acquainted  with — the  parish  of  Kilmore — 
a  purely  rural  parish  like  your  own,  they  have  a 
branch  of  the  League,  and  every  man  in  that 
parish  is  a  member  of  that  branch.  They  have 
cleared  the  ranch  ;  they  have  it  in  their  posses- 
sion at  present  for  distribution  amongst  the 
people,  and  they  will  distribute  that  land  next 
winter  exactly  as  the  branch  decides  (cheers). 
It  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  parish.  All 
the  men  of  the  parish  will  meet  at  the  branch  and 
take  a  vote  as  to  what  men  are  to  get  it  and  the 
quantity  each  ought  to  get,  and  that  vote  being 
carried  neither  the  Estates  Commissioners  or 
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anybody  else  would  think  of  bringing  people 
from  outside  to  plant  them  on  that  land.  The 
men  who  will  be  selected  by  the  branch  are  the 
men  who  will  get  the  land,  and  the  men  I  hope 
that  will  long  enjoy  it  (cheers).  If  you  want  to 
accomplish  the  same  thing  you  can  only  do  so  by 
the  same  actions." — Drogheda  Independent  (X.), 
September  14th,  1907. 

A  cattle  "  drive  "  involving  the  scattering  of 
200  head  of  cattle  is  reported  to  have  taken 
place  at  Trimblestown,  about  two  miles  from 
Trim,  in  the  early  hours  of  Monday  morning. 
A  large  farm  the  property  of  Lord  Trimblestown , 
and  which  is  let  on  the  eleven-months  system, 
was  attacked.  Three  locks  were  broken  and  200 
cattle  and  sheep  driven  off.  The  cattle  were 
found  on  Monday  morning  by  the  Trim  police  on 
the  road  adjacent  to  the  farm.  The  scattered 
beasts  are  the  property  of  Mr.  Brown,  Kildalkey, 
who  has  a  large  portion  of  the  farm  taken  on  the 
eleven- months  system. 

Cattle  belonging  to  a  Mrs.  Cole  were  also 
driven  on  the  same  night,  but  seemingly  this  act 
has  not  enlisted  general  popularity  owing  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  lady. 

Twenty  cattle  belonging  to  James  Con  way,  of 
Telltown,  were  found  scattered  round  the  roads 
at  Proudstown  on  Tuesday  morning.  Mr.  Con- 
way  has  been  grazing  land  the  property  of  Mr. 
Thomas  Curran,  Proudstown. — Drogheda  Inde- 
pendent (N.),  September  14th,  1907. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  U.I.L.  held  in  Galway  on 
September  22nd,  the  Rev.  Peter  Dooley,  P.P., 
presiding,  Mr.  J.  Glynn,  Chairman  of  Galway 
County  Council,  said  that  "  it  had  been  sent 
forth  from  Dublin  Castle  that  certain  districts 
were  '  disturbed.'  Let  every  town  and  village 
be  so  disturbed  and  twenty  or  thirty  young  men 
in  jail  in  default  of  giving  bail  would  be  produc- 
tive of  good  results  (cheers).  Let  the  grazing 
system  be  put  an  end  to  (cheers).  Let  the  action 
of  the  people  of  Athenry  and  Loughrea  be  fol- 
lowed, and  when  landlord  and  grazier  were  shown 
that  no  nonsense  would  be  tolerated,  they  would 
get  very  polite  letters  from  both  landlords  and 
graziers,  and  those  large  ranches  now  occupied 
by  bullocks  would  be  divided  (cheers)." — Free- 
man's Journal  (X.),  September  23rd,  1907. 
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Great  excitement  prevailed  at  Attymon  on 
September  29th,  when  a  large  number  of  cattle 
were  driven  off  the  lands  which  Mr.  William 
Daly,  Dunsandle,  has  let  on  the  eleven-months 
system  to  Mr.  Timothy  Naughton,  Galway,  and 
Mr.  Michael  Synott,  Abbeyknockmoy,  and 
scattered  all  over  the  country.  Some  have  been 
recovered  five  miles  away  from  the  farms,  but 
others  are  still  missing.  The  perpetrators  of  the 
drive  have  all  escaped.  Mr.  Daly  recently  sold 
out  all  his  property,  with  the  exception  of  these 
two  farms. — Connaught  Champion  (N.),  October 
5th,  1907. 

The  police  at  Trim  were  informed  that  at  six 
o'clock  Thursday  morning  a  herd  named  Thomas 
Shaughnessy  discovered  that  some  50  cattle  had 
been  driven  off  the  lands  of  Drummond,  New- 
town,  and  Ballyadams,  on  the  property  of 
Captain  Morgan,  of  Killyon,  near  the  Hill  of 
Down.  The  locks  were  broken  and  the  gates 
smashed,  and  one  gate  was  lying  in  a  ditch. 
Thirty  cocks  of  hay  were  levelled  and  other 
damage  done.  The  cattle  are  the  property  of 
four  gentlemen — Messrs.  Lowry,  Dunne,  Hack- 
ett,  and  Brown. —  Freeman's  Journal  (N.), 
October  5th,  1907. 

We  take  the  following  extracts  from  a  report 
of  a  violent  speech  delivered  at  Shrule,  by  Mr. 
William  Duffy,  M.P.,  in  favour  of  Cattle  Driving, 
in  the  Western  People  (N.),  of  October  5th, 
1907::—"  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  tell  you 
here  to-day  that  owing  to  the  organisation  and 
agitation  got  up  in  the  Loughrea  district  we  have 
compelled,  that  is,  of  course,  induced,  every 
grazier  within  ten  miles  of  the  town  to  drop  his 
grazing  land  like  a  child  would  drop  a  hot  potato 
(laughter),  and  as  a  result  of  this  movement  the 
Estates  Commissioners  are  now  engaged  laying 
out  these  lands  into  nice  holdings  of  from  twenty- 
five  to  thirty  acres  each,  and  adding  stripes  to 
holdings  that  were  too  small  to  be  economic. 
.  .  .  What,  may  I  ask,  have  you  "men  of  Shrule 
been  doing  in  the  way  of  winning'back  the  land 
for  the  people  here  ?  You  have  two  thousand 
five  hundred  acres  of  land  in  this  parish,  and  the 
town  is  surrounded  by  hundreds  of  acres  of  grass 
lands,  and  in  Kilmaine  I  am  told  there  are  five 
thousand  five  hundred  acres  of  grazing  land,  and 
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no  effort  is  made  to  clear  out  and  get  it  divided. 
.  .  .  People  come  here  from  a  distance  of  twenty 
miles,  I  believe,  to  take  grazing  farms,  and  don't 
you  know  that  they  will  continue  to  hold  them, as 
they  would  have  done  in  our  district,  if  you 
don't  bring  force  and  pressure  to  bear  on  them, — 
by  fair  means  if  fair  means  are  possible,  but  if 
fair  means  are  not  successful  then  you  will  hav3 
to  bring  other  pressure  to  drive  them  out  (cheers). 
.  .  .  Are  you  going  to  go  back  to  your  homes 
to-night  and  sit  down  and  discuss  the  merits  and 
demerits  of  the  different  speakers  and  speeches 
by  the  '  gresah  '  ?  or  allow  your  good  resolu- 
tions to  flatten  out  without  having  put  them  into 
practice  ?  (Loud  cries  of  '  No,  no.')  All  i  can 
say  is  that  if  you  do  you  deserve  the  worst  fate 
than  an  angry  God  could  inflict  upon  you,  and  the 
sweetest  corner  that  the  old  chap  could  entice  you 
into.  I  beg  of  you  to  place  one  thought  above 
every  other  before  your  mind,  and  that  is  that 
this  country  is  our  own  as  a  heritage  from  God, 
and  that  there  is  nothing  that  should  appeal  to 
us  so  strongly  as  to  strive  each  of  us  in  our  own 
way  to  work  to  make  our  country  happy,  con- 
tented, and  prosperous  (cheers).  If  these  things 
are  to  come  to  pass,  if  Ireland  is  to  live  and  her 
people  stay  at  home,  you  must  act  on  the  sug- 
gestion thrown  out  to  you  to-day.  You  must 
notice  the  grazier  through  the  branches — there 
must  be'no  dark'acts  ;  they  must  get  due  notice, 
and  then'if  they  don't  clear  out  the  branch  should 
take  action  and  drive  them  out  (loud  cheers)." 


A  novel  case  of  cattle-driving  is  reported  to 
have  occurred  a  few  nights  ago  on  the  Newtowu 
farm,  from  which  Mr.  John  Power  was  evicted 
some  years  ago.  The  landlady  is  a  Mrs.  Wil- 
liams, Mr.  Watts  Purcell,  of  Mallow,  being  her 
agent.  The  latter  has  worked  the  place  for  a 
considerable  time,  apparently  getting  possession 
himself,  for  he  has  been  in  communication  with 
the  Estates  Commissioners  for  the  purchase  of 
the  holding.  The  evicted  tenant  also  put  in  his 
claim.  The  affair  gave  rise  to  a  great  deal  of 
agitation  in  the  locality,  meetings  being  held,  and 
questions  put  in  the  House  of  Commons  as  to  Mr. 
Purcell's  status.  It  is  said  that  negotiations  for 
a  settlement  took  place  between  the  tenant's 
solicitor  and  Mr.  Purcell,  but  nothing  came  of 
them.  On  the  night  in  question  there  were  some 
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twenty  head  of  cattle  and  a  number  of  sheep  on 
the  farm,  which  was  in  charge  of  a  caretaker 
named  Hayes.  When  he  went  to  see  the  beasts 
on  the  following  morning  all  had  disappeared 
during  the  night,  the  gates  having  been  appa- 
rently opened  and  the  cattle  and  sheep  driven  off. 
Men  were  sent  in  various  directions  in  search, 
and  late  in  the  evening  a  number  of  the  cattle  were 
found  near  Killeagh,  seven  or  eight  miles  off.  On 
the  following  day  some  more  were  found  on  the 
road  at  Redforge,  in  a  different  direction  alto- 
gether. It  was  evidently  the  intention  to  keep 
the  matter  as  quiet  as  possible,  for  it  was  very 
difficult  to  ascertain  the  real  facts. — -Cork  Ex- 
aminer (N.),  October  9th,  1907. 

Several  extremely  violent  speeches  in  favour 
of  cattle-driving  were  delivered  at  Corteen,  on 
October  4th,  by  Mr.  Phillips,  M.P.,  Mr.  J.  P. 
Farrell,  M.P.,  and  other  speakers.  They  are 
fully  reported  in  the  Midland  Reporter  (N.),  of 
October  16th,  1907.  Mr.  Farrell  said  :— "  Boy- 
cotting is  the  only  weapon  to  allow  people  to 
express  their  will  towards  the  enemy  of  the 
people.  You  have  started,  and  I  am  glad  of  it, 
in  the  district,  and  for  Heaven's  sake  keep  it  hot 
and  strong  (loud  and  prolonged  cheers)." 
Mr.  Philips  said  : — "  One  of  the  hopes  of  Ireland 
is  that  there  won't  be  a  bullock  left  on  a  grass 
farm  in  Ireland  (loud  cheers).  I  am  not  afraid 
of  the  bullock  driving  (cheers),  and  you  will  find 
that  while  I  am  round  the  South  of  Longford, 
that  there  will  be  a  spirit  raised  in  Longford  that 
will  drive  the  bullocks.  (Cheers,  and  a  Voice, 

'  We'd  drive  the  d 1.')    To  drive  the  bullocks, 

my  friends,  you  will  want  to  be  united  in  every 
League."

Shooting  Outrages, 


1. — Intelligence  has  reached  Killarney  that 
it  10.45  on  Saturday  night  the  dwelling- 
house  of  a  farmer,  situate  about  12  miles  from 
Killarney,  was  fired  into  by  a  number  of  men. 
One  of  the  men,  who  appeared  to  be  drunk,  or 
feigned  drunkenness,  was  seen  to  approach  the 
kitchen  door,  knock  for  admittance,  and  imme- 
diately after  a  stone  was  flung  through  the  win- 
dow, smashing  it.  Then  a  shot  was  fired  through 
the  kitchen  door,  portion  of  the  grains  lodging  in 
the  neck  of  a  horse,  which  was  tied  in  the  kitchen. 
This  was  the  only  shot  fired  into  the  house,  but 
it  is  alleged  several  were  fired  outside.  No  reason 
can  be  assigned  for  this  wanton  outrage.  Dis- 
trict-Inspector Henderson  and  Head-Constable 
Henry  visited  the  scene,  but  up  to  the  present 
no  arrests  have  been  made. — Irish  Times,  Sep- 
tember 24th,  1907. 

2.  A  report  has  just  come  to  hand  of  a  shoot- 
ing outrage  near  Corofin,  on  the  night  of  the 
13th  September,  when  three  shots  were  fired 
from  behind  the  bushes  into  the  house  of  a  farmer 
named  Patrick  Casey,  but  fortunately  no  injury 
was  caused  to  the  occupants.  The  shots  were 
fired  at  a  distance  of  about  90  yards  from  the 
house.  Sergeant  Casey  and  Constable  Reilly 
were  in  ambush  in  proximity  to  the  scene  of  the 
occurrence,  and  a  Winchester  rifle  cartridge  and 
splinters  of  pellets  were  found  in  the  place  where 
the  culprit  had  stood.  The  motive  assigned  for 
the  outrage  is  that  Patrick  Casey  and  his  brother 
Michael  Casey  hold  portion  of  the  Rineen  farm, 
which  has  been  the  subject  of  an  agitation  in  the 
district  for  some  time  past,  with  the  object  of 
having  it  divided  into  small  holdings  between 
the  people. — Limerick  Leader  (N.),  September 
23rd,  1907. 

3. — On  Monday  night  a  shooting  outrage 
occurred  at  Riverville,  about  five  miles  from 
Loughrea.  A  herd  named  Pat  Fleming,  em- 
ployed by  Mr.  Blake  Whyte,  Hollypark,  had  three 
shots  fired  into  the  room  in  which  he  slept.  No 
injury  was  done  to  the  occupants.  The  police 
were  on  the  scene  immediately  after,  and  on 
examination  found  one  bullet.  Mr.  Blake 
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Whyte  holds  several  farms,  and  has  been  under 
police  protection  for  the  past  three  months. — 
Freeman's  Journal  (N.),  September  25th,  1907. 

4. — A  daring  shooting  outrage  is  reported  from 
Broadford,  East  Clare,  where  the  house  of  Mr. 
M.  Murnane,  a  respectable  local  publican,  has 
been  fired  into.  One  shot  was  discharged  through 
the  window  of  the  taproom,  and  the  bullet  was 
found  imbedded  in  the  wall  opposite.  The 
second  was  fired  through  the  window  of  the  bed- 
room, where  the  children  were  sleeping,  and  the 
bullet,  after  ricochetting  from  the  ceiling,  fell  on 
one  of  the  children  in  the  bed.  The  outrage  is 
attributed  to  a  local  dispute  over  grass  lands. 

5. — The  house  of  a  small  farmer  named  Calli- 
nan,  at  Cloandine,  near  Gort,  County  Galway, 
was  fired  into  on  Monday  night.  No  one  was, 
however,  injured.  Some  corn  and  hay  in  his 
haggard  were  knocked  and  scattered  about. 
No  reason  is  assigned  for  the  outrage,  which  is 
being  investigated  by  the  police. — Dublin  Daily 
Express,  October  9th,  1907. 

6. — A  young  man  named  Frederick  Pierce, 
employed  as  caretaker  on  an  evicted  farm  at 
Sunnagh,  on  the  Butler  Estate,  was  returning 
from  Ennis  Races  on  Wednesday  night  when 
shots  were  fired  in  his  direction.  He  was  injured 
on  the  right  shoulder,  and  right  side  of  the  back 
and  right  arm.  The  pellets  are  deeply  embedded 
in  the  flesh,  and  some  have  penetrated  the  lung. 
He  was  three  hours  lying  on  the  road  before  he 
managed  to  get  to  Mr.  Tobin's  house  which  was 
some  distance  from  the  scene  of  the  occurrence. 
The  police  were  informed  of  the  affair,  and 
Pierce  was  removed  to  the  Ennis  Infirmary, 
where  he  lies  in  a  prostrate  state.  No  arrests 
have  been  made. — Freeman's  Journal  (N.), 
October  18th.

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Agrarian  Outrages. 


ATTACKS     ON     THE     POLICE. 

A  serious  encounter  occurred  between  police 
and  people  at  five  o'clock  yesterday  morning. 
A  hundred  police  assembled  at  Cornamucklagh, 
in  the  heart  of  Ballinaglenagh,  where  a  no-rent 
campaign  is  in  full  swing.  Ejectment  decrees 
having  been  obtained  against  the  tenants  on  the 
Crofton  and  other  estates,  the  police,  with  the 
sub-sheriff  and  bailiff,  assembled  to  carry  out  the 
evictions,  and  visited  two  houses,  where  the 
owners  paid  up  with  costs.  They  were  removing 
the  goods  from  another  house,  the  tenant  of 
which  refused  to  make  a  settlement,  when 
several  hundred  people  assembled  to  the  blowing 
of  horns.  The  majority-  of  the  peasantry  were 
armed  with  hay-forks  and  other  weapons,  and  a 
serious  conflict  ensued,  a  baton  charge  being 
made  by  the  police,  in  which  the  alleged  leaders  of 
the  rioters  were  captured.  After  a  determined 
stand  the  crowd  gave  way,  and  the  eviction  was 
carried  out  step  by  step  with  great  difficulty. 
The  constabulary  had  to  dispute  their  way  back, 
being  pursued  by  the  mob  until  the  confines  of 
Ballinaglenagh  were  reached. — Cork  Examiner 
(M.),  September  18th,  1907. 


At  Ballintubber  Petty  Sessions  yesterday 
District-Inspector  Ross  charged  two  men  with 
assaulting  him  while  he  was  removing  female 
prisoners  sentenced  in  connection  with  the  as- 
sault on  a  grazier  on  5th  September  to  Castlebar 
Jail.  Defendants  were  torchbearers  in  a  torch- 
light procession  in  honour  of  the  prisoners,  and 
it  was  alleged  that  they  threw  torches  of  lighted 
turf  on  hay  forks  at  the  inspector,  burning  his 
nose.  It  was  also  alleged  they  threw  lighted 
turf  at  the  horses,  and  then  attacked  them  with 
forks.  A  majority  of  the'JBench  convicted  and 
fined  the  defendants,  who  refused  to  give  bail, 
£1  each. — Cork  Examiner  (N.),  September  27th 
1907. 
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HAY     BURNING     NEAR     ATHLONE. 

Malice  is  alleged  in  connection  with  the  des- 
truction of  a  quantity  of  hay  at  Mukcenagh,  a 
townland  above  Glasson,  and  in  the  Lyttleton 
police  district.  The  particulars  to  hand  are  that 
on  Saturday  night  last  John  McGee  was  informed 
by  his  brother,  who  lives  near  him,  that  his 
hay  was  on  fire.  Noticing  the  occurrence,  after 
efforts  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  it,  he,  at 
orce,  went  to  Lyttleton  barracks  and  informed 
the  police  of  what  had  happened.  Acting  Ser- 
geant Brannigan,  in  company  with  a  constable, 
returned  to  the  place,  and  found  that  three  cocks 
of  hay,  containing  in  all  about  three  tons,  had 
been  burned  down.  The  farm  on  which  this 
unpleasant  incident  happened  contains  about 
13  English  acres,  and  was  recently  purchased  by 
McGee,  who  had  not,  it  is  stated,  yet  obtained 
possession  from  the  former  holder,  a  man  named 
Igoe,  who  was  also  his  uncle. —  Westmeath  In- 
dependent (N.),  September  21st,  1907. 

RUFFIANLY  ACT  IN    COUNTY   CLARE. 

What  must  be  described  as  a  most  wanton 
ruffianly  act  was  perpetrated  at  Inchbeg,  where 
some  mischievous  parties  made  the  object  of 
their  vindictiveness  a  poor  dumb  animal.  It 
would  appear  that  Michael  M'Mahon,  a  farmer 
residing  at  Inchbeg,  had  a  three-year-old  mare 
out  grazing  with  four  other  horses  on  the  night 
of  the  llth  September.  The  tail  of  the  mare 
was  cut  off,  two  inches  of  the  stump  being  left. — 
Limerick  Leader  (N.),  September  23rd,  1907. 


A     CHARGE     OF     INTIMIDATION. 

At  Ballinamore,  Co.  Galway,  Petty  Sessions 
on  September  24th,  James  Daly,  John  Egan, 
Laurence  Mullan,  Thomas  Hynes,  M.  Lawless, 
jun.,  M.  Hannon,  Patrick  O'Brien,  and  Thomas 
Hynes,  residents  of  Killyan  and  Newbridge  dis- 
tricts, were  charged  with  having,  "  with  divers 
other  evil-disposed  persons  unknown,  unlawfully 
assembled  and  gathered  together  on  the  23rd 
August  last  at  Killyan  to  disturb  the  peace,  and 
were  called  upon  to  show  cause  why  they  should 
not  be  ordered  to  give  sureties  for  their  future 
good  behaviour." 

Messrs.  A.  C.  Newell,  R.M.  ;  Jasper  White, 
R.M.  ;  Ml.  Kenny,  and  Thos.  Dignan  were  the 
magistrates. 


According  to  the  evidence  the  defendants  were 
part  of  a  crowd  who  tried  to  prevent  certain  men 
in  the  employment  of  Mr.  Cheevers  (a  local  boy- 
cotted landlord),  carrying  coals  for  him.  At  the 
conclusion  of  the  case,  Mr.  Newell,  the  presiding 
magistrate,  said  : — "  I  am  sorry  to  say  the 
magistrates  are  equally  divided  as  to  whether 
these  young  men  should  be  bound  to  the  peace. 
Personally,  I  must  say  that  I  have  seldom  heard 
a  case  in  which  it  was  more  clearly  proved  to 
demonstration  that  it  would  be  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  put  the  defendants  under  a  rule  of  bail. 
I  cannot  come  to  any  conclusion  on  the  evidence 
other  than  that  on  the  occasion  of  those  carts 
coming  with  coal  to  Mr.  Cheevers's  place  this 
drumming  took  place  for  the  purpose  of  intimi- 
dating the  drivers  and  obstructing  the  horses, 
and  that  is  conduct  which  I  think  should  not  be 
allowed  in  any  civilised  community.  It  is  con- 
duct that  should  not  be  permitted,  and  I  am, 
personally,  in  favour  of  binding  the  defendants 
to  the  peace,  and  one  of  my  brother  magistrates 
agrees  with  me  in  that  view.  The  other  two 
magistrates  hold,  as  they  are  entitled  to  do,  a 
different  opinion,  and  under  these  circumstances 
the  cases  stand  adjourned  for  a  month." — Cork 
Examiner  (N.),  September  25th,  1907. 

SHOCKING     CRUELTY     TO     ANIMALS. 

A  series  of  outrages  on  animals  has  for  some 
time  been  carried  on  in  the  vicinity  of  Ennis,  Co. 
Clare,  and  up  to  the  present  the  efforts  of  the  con- 
stabulary to  discover  the  perpetrators  have  been 
ineffective.  The  most  recent  (being  the  fifth  of 
a  similar  character  within  the  past  year  against 
animals  owned  by  Mr.  Stephen  Cunningham,  of 
New  Hall,  Ennis)  took  place  a  week  ago,  when  a 
calf,  his  property,  which  was  on  his  land,  was 
cruelly  and  maliciously  stabbed  and  otherwise 
maimed  with  some  sharp  instrument,  and  at  the 
same  time  his  cow  had  one  of  her  teats  cut  off. 
Mr.  Cunningham's  stock  has  been  watched  by 
the  police  for  some  time,  and  on  the  evening  in 
question  the  police  had  but  shortly  returned  to 
their  barrack  when  the  outrage  was  discovered 
and  information  was  at  once  sent  there.  In  the 
previous  cases  the  teats  were  cut  off  the  cows, 
and  one  cow  had  also  her  tail  cut  off.  These  out- 
rages have  caused  great  consternation  and  disgust 
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in  the  neighbourhood.  The  only  reason  for  them 
that  can  be  assigned  is  that  Mr.  Cunningham  is 
bailiff  and  rent  warner  on  several  properties 
near  Ennis,  and  active  in  looking  after  his 
master's  interests.  —  Irish  Times,  October  1st, 
1907. 

From  Mayo  two  malicious  injury  cases  are 
reported.  On  Tuesday  night  or  Wednesday 
morning  a  very  valuable  cow,  which  took  prizes 
at  the  Clarembrris  Show,  and  the  property  of  a 
member  of  the  Mayo  County  Council,  was  maimed 
and  over  an  inch  of  the  bone  Of  the  tail  cut 
away.  The  second  outrage  occurred  on  Friday 
night  last  or  early  on  Saturday  morning,  when 
a  cow,  tine  property  of  a  man  named  William 
O'Brien,  was  also  mutilated.—  Irish  Times, 
October  9th,  1907. 

EXPLOSION     AT     LOUGHREA. 

About  nine  o'clock  on  Thursday  night  a  loud 
report  was  heard  Coming  from  the  direction  of 
the  Galway  road,  Loughrea,  and  it  was  found 
that  an  explosion  had  taken  place,  within  a  few 
yards  of  the  house  occupied  by  a  man  named 
Callahan,  a  labourer  in  the  employment  of  Mr. 
G.  Shaw  Tener,  agent  to  Lord  Clanricafde. 
About  the  same  time  as  the  report,  a  flash  of 
light  was  seen  by  the  neighbours  in  the  ad j  oining 
houses.  The  house  is  uninjured.  Mrs.  Callanan 
and  her  family,  who  were  the  only  occupants, 
were  much  alarmed.  Callanan  had  been  Under 
police  protection.  —  Freeman's  Journal  (N.), 
October  5th,  '1907.

A    POSTMAN    ATTACKED. 

Confirmation  has  just  been  received  at  Macroom 
of  a  rumour  which  tells  of  an  assault  made 
on  a  rural  postrri'an  at  Kilbarry,  between  Macroom 
and  Inchigeela,  in  the  latter  part  of  last  week. 
From  the  details  to  hand,  it  would  appear  that 
the  district  postman,  'a  man  named  Michael 
Leary,  was  proceeding  on  his  usual  round  one 
morning,  when  he  was  suddenly  set  upon  by  a 
body  of  armed  and  disguised  men,  and  deprived 
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of  the  bag.  The  postman  grappled  with  some 
of  his  ass'ailants,  who  restrained  him  from  inter- 
fering with  those  of  the  party  who  were  engaged 
in  sorting  the  contents.  A  letter  is  said  to  have 
been  extracted,  and  this  purported  to  contain  a 
writ  for  non-payment  of  rent.  During  the  entire 
proceedings  the  party  manifested  only  one  desire, 
namely,  th'at  of  securing  the  document  or  docu- 
ments which  were  confiscated,  and,  beyond  a  rough 
handling,  the  postman  escaped  without  injury. 
A  serious  feature  of  the  occurrence  was  the  dis- 
charge of  several  shots,  probably  with  intent  to 
terrorise  the  postman,  'and  to  admonish  all  others 
whose  duties  involved  analogous  errands. — Cork 
Examiner  (N.),  September  gth,  1907. 


SHOOTING     OUTRAGE     NEAR     PORTA- 
FERRY. 

Intelligence  has  been  received  by  the  Porta- 
ferry  police  of  the  perpetration  of  a  dastardly 
outrage  at  the  farm  of  Robert  M'Master, 
Cloughey,  a  married  man  without  family.  It 
seems  that  about  midnight,  soon  after  the  inmates 
had  retired,  the  house  was  fired  at.  Four  panes 
of  glass  were  smashed  in  the  kitchen  window,  shot 
marks  were  found  outside,  and  shot  was  also 
discovered  embedded  in  the  stairs  leading  from 
the  kitchen.  The  police  were  not  apprised  of  the 
affair  until  some  days  had  elapsed.  Then  the 
house  Was  visited  by  Head-Constable  Newman, 
who,  in  conjunction  with  the  local  force,  is  ac- 
tively engaged  in  endeavouring  to  trace  the  mis- 
creants. No  cause  can  be  assigned  for  the  wanton 
attack.  The  house,  locally  known  'as  "  Call 
Home,"  is,  with  some  eight  or  nine  others, 
situated  in  a  close. — Belfast  News  Letter,  Sep- 
tember yth,  1907. 

MIDNIGHT    ATTACK    ON     A     FARMER'S 
HOUSE. 

In  the  early  hours  of  Saturday  morning,  the 
7th  inst.,  a  strange  shooting  affair  took  place  at 
Rathruddy,  near  Loughrea.  About  half-past  one 
o'clock  a  party  of  men  approached  the  house  of 
Patrick  Raftery,  farmer,  Rathruddy,  and  fired 
seven  shots  into  it,  the  bullets  and  shot  shattering 
the  windows.  P.  Raftery  and  his  wife  and 
family,  who  were  in  their  beds  asleep  at  the  time, 
were  naturally  terror-stricken.  No  one  was,  how- 
ever, injured.  The  police  patrol  on  protection 
duty  'at  the  adjoining  farm  came  on  the  scene  at 
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the  double,  but  no  trace  of  anyone  could  be 
found.  Those  who  fired  the  shots  had  disap- 
peared as  completely  as  if  the  earth  had  opened 
and  swallowed  them. 

A  strange  feature  of  the  affair  is  that  Raftery 
is  a  member  of  the  Closetoken  branch  of  the 
United  Irish  League.  It  appears,  however,  that 
recently  he  consented  to  mow  Closetoken  farm  for 
the  lady  who  acts  as  herd  there  for  Mr.  Burton 
Persse. 

This  farm  had  been  cleared  of  all  its  stock 
some  rime  ago,  'and  it  appears  that,  prior  to  this, 
an  attempt  was  made  from  Loughrea  to  secure 
the  land  for  accommodation  purposes.  One  man 
from  Craughwell  and  two  from  Loughrea  were, 
it  is  stated,  proposed  the  tenants  for  it.  This  the 
Closetoken  people  resented. 

When  the  police  searched  the  dwelling  several 
bullets  were  found  embedded  in  the  inner  walls 
of  the  house  opposite  to  the  side  from  which  the 
shots  are  said  to  have  been  fired.  No  culprits 
have  so  far  been  discovered. — Connaught  Cham- 
pion (N.),  September  i4th,  1907.

A  special  meeting  of  the  Milltown  Branch  of 
the  U.I.L.  was  held  on  September  29th.  The 
principal  business  for  which  this  meeting  was 
convened  was  to  investigate  a  charge  made 
against  a  member  of  this  Committee  for  having 
performed  a  certain  contract  for  Mr.  George 
Meares,  Moyvore,  at  Col.  Digby's  yard,  Ballin- 
curra.  The  member  against  whom  this  accusa- 
tion was  made  came  before  the  meeting  and 
admitted  the  offence,  pleading  in  the  meantime 
that  he  was  under  the  impression  that  he  had 
done  nothing  detrimental  to  his  country's  cause, 
inasmuch  as  Mr.  Meares  is  not  boycotted  at  pre- 
sent, nor  the  offence  complained  of  done  on  Col. 
Digby's  evicted  land.  He  regretted  sincerely  at 
having  thus  unwittingly  transgressed  one  of  the 
chief  precepts  of  the  U.I.L.,  and  promised  to 
have  nothing  to  do  with  Mr.  Meares  or  any  of  his 
class  in  [future.  Having  heard  his  explanation 
and  apology,  the  following  resolution  were 
passed  unanimously  : — "  That,  in  consequence  of 
the  complete  admission  and  ample  apology  given 
by  the  member  of  the  Committee  against  whom 
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this  accusation  was  made,  we,  the  members  of 
this  Branch,  believe  he  has  sinned  unwittingly, 
jut  should  offences  of  this  nature  be  committed 
in  future  by  him,  or  any  member  of  this  Branch,

Agrarian  outrages  and  disloyalty  are  en 
the  increase,  and  not  one  hundreth  part 
of  the  evil  work  going  on  is  recorded  in 
the  daily  papers  of  Great  Britain.
